Source states that subject was supplied with weapons by the Ger- 
mans, but that he did riot fight the partisans wholeheartedly and 
is alleged to have sold the latter part of the Gorman-supplied 
equipment . CAKIIAIII is charged v*j th having practiced extortions 
against the civil population along the Albanian coast and with 
being responsible in February 1944 for the killing of about
